NEW SYSTEM OF CANALS. 


State Engineer Bond S*nd» Plan* to 


Governor Odell. 


Albany, Feb. 21.—A marvelous sys- 


tem of state canals, the boats to be run 
by electricity and to be 100 feet long 
by 25 feet wide, with a draft of 10 feet, 
and to travel in fleets going from Al- 
bany to Buffalo in lees than three days, 
is the plan presented by State Engineer 
Bond and a capable board of engineers 
to Governor Odell. The system is to 
be built for $7,000,000 lesb than pro- 
posed by the canul commission ap- 
pointed by ex-Governor Roosevelt. The 
canals will be able to carry 15.000,000 
tons of freight In a season of seven 
months. 


The figures presented by Mr. Bond 


to fzovernor Odell are in round num- 
bers: For building an Erie barge canal 
on the route favored by State Engineer 
Bond. $49,000,000; for deepening the 
Oswego canal to nine feet, §859,026; 
for deepening the Champlam canal to 
sis feet, $5,472,000; total cost of canal 
improvement, $55,331,026. 


'j'hese fljrures are surprising, because 


it has been intimated that the figures 
of the canal commission, ?02,000,000, 
would be far exceeded when n careful 
survey is made. The figures for the 
Erie canal are $9,008,000 less than 
those of the commission, while the fig- 
ures for the Charoplain canal are three 
times the amount asked for by the 
commission.

understood in Downing street that Von 
Waldersee's action was purely due to a 
desire to ''bluff" the Chinese. The ac- 
tiou of certain members of parliament 
and papers, especially The Tiiafes, in 
calling it a "bluff" causes the gre.-t.test 
chagrin and has given rise to the feel- 
ing that it is impossible to meet Chi- 
nese finesse with similar weapons. 


Four "More Bodies Found. 


Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 21.—The work 


of recovering the bodies of the vic- 
tims of the mine disaster at Cumber- 
land, B. C., proceeds slowly. So far 
eight bodies Tiave been found, four be- 
ing whites. These were found in the 
main drive lying face downward close 
to a cave in. They at first appeared 
to have been badly burned, but investi- 
gation showed that they had been blis- 
tered only by after heat They had 
apparently left their stalls and were 
attempting to make their way toward 
the shaft of No. G when** overcome 
Several of the Chinese corpses were 
badly bruised. All the victims whose 
bodies have been recovered 
were 


buried yesterday after the remains had 
been formally viewed by the coroner. 
The inquest was adjourned for a week. 


Revision of Cnbuii Tariff. 


Washington, Feb. 21.—As a result of 


several conferences between the secre- 
tary of war and the Cuban economic 
commission correspondence has been 
opened with General Wood at Havana 
with a view to the creation of a joint 
commission for tlie revision of the 
tariff of Cuba. The commission prob- 
ably will consist of five members, three 
representing the "United States aud two 
representing Cuba.

MARKET HABIT IN HAVANA. 


SOME WORD ORIGINS. 


Queer 
tne Me- 
One Bay* In 


tropoliB of Cuba. 


The Havana market is crowded at day- 


break by Spanish, French, Chinese and 
Colored cooks of both sexes. Some chefs, 
T!IO affect the dignity of a coat, are ac- 
'ompacied by their apprentices or scul- 
ions, who carry baskets. Marketing is 
always done by cooks in Havana, because 
employers are aware that they can drive 
a better bargain, even taking into account 
the perquisites allowed them by trades- 
people. 


Fish caught in Cuban waters are espe- 
lally nice, and the pargo, a species of red 
snapper, is very toothsome, as is the 
chcrria, which tastes like salmon. 
No 


Havana cook will buy fish unless they are 
ilive, and the fish market, with big tanks 
full of fresh fish, with white marble slabs 
and scales, is very picturesque. The other 
sea food, is also excellent, although the 
shrimps, lobsters and mussels are some- 
what small. The oysters, grow on the-sub-; 
merged branches of shrubs and trees on 
the coast. These branches are broken off 
and sold in the market, but the Cuban 
oysters are small and inferior to the 
American. Terrapin and turtles are very 
fine, and tortoises have handsome shells, 
which bring a good price in the market. 
Sea crabs and land crabs are also good. 
The latter grow to a large size, and their 
bodies stand high from the ground on 
their enormous claws. Laud crabs bur- 
row in holes, aud their locomotion is 
clumsy, sounding like that of a drunken 
man. 
Cooks feed these crabs on tornnieal 


for several days before they cook them, 
as this makes them more palatable. 


A favorite way of fattening poultry in 


Cuba is to'put them in barrels aud stuff 
them with walnuts and cornmeal for sev- 
eral days before they aro killed. Just bo- 
fore Christmas turkeys are driven through 
the streets in droves of from 40 to 100, 
from door to door, for people to make their 
own selection. 


Beef is killed the day before it is used, 


for it cannot be kepi fresh longer than one 
day on account of the excessive heat. 


When the cook returns from the market, 


his presence is made known to the house- 
hold by squawking ducks, cackling hens 
or squealing pigs, for all such live stock 
is brought from the market, and it 
expostulates angrily on being carried 
around in such close quarters. 
And pi- 


geons and doves, with soft eyes, utter a 
cooing, plaintive note, as though with 
tad foreboding of the tragic fate in store 
for them.—Chicago Inner Ocean. 


Quaint Ciutoaa* »»d Xotlom* 
twined In Current Term*. 


The"bypocriw" once was only an ac- 


tor, the player of a part on the stage. So 
the orator, who was » consummate actor, 
was also u hypocrite. The word, even Jo 
old Greek, toon was applied to any dis- 
sembler because the life of such person 
wns found to resemble the histrionic art 
in striving to appear different from what 
it really was. The English language took 
it up and the moral judgment of the Eng- 
lish speaking people makes it carry the 
heaviest weight of odium that can be at- 
tached to personal character. "Pretend" 
was once an innocent word, and "counter- 
feit" simply meant imitation, conveying 
no suggestion that the imitation was to 
be fraudulently substituted for tha orig- 
inal. 


The "boor" was originally a husband- 


man, and the "villain" was only a laborer 
or peasant attached to tho villa or farm. 
"Heathen" meant merely a dweller on 
the heath, and a -'pagan" was a dweller 
in tho open country. ''Idiot," a Greek 
word, meant only a private person as dis- 
tinguished from on? clothed with office, 
and in this primary sense it was of ten used 
in English of two centuries ago, as when 
Jeremy Taylor said, "Humility is a duty 
in great ones as well aa in idiots." "Ob- 
sequious" was used formerly only in rela- 
tion to funerals. Shakespeare has many 
examples of the word applied in this 
sense. It does not seem formerly to have 
conveyed any idea of cringing or insincer- 
iry. For the curious in the matter of the 
origin of words, we present a few of anoth- 
er class. A "milliner" was originally a 
man and \\as so called from Milan, whence 
he imported female finery. Shakespeare 
says, "He was perfumed bike a milliner," 
tindBen Jonson settles tho question of the 
sex of the original milliners in the words, 
"To conceal such real ornaments as these 
and shadow their f0>»ry as a milliner's 
wife docs her rough stomacher with a 
smoky lawn or black Cyprus." 


"Nicotine" is derived from the name of 


John Nicot, who introduced tobacco into 
France 
in 1560. "Paraffin" was so 


named from the Latin words "parvum" 
(little) and "affins" (kin), because it had 
little atfinity with any known substance. 
"Poltroon" is from the Latin "police 
.truncato" (deprived of the thumb), it 
having been a common practice among 
the Boinans to avoid service in tho wars; 
henco our word poltroon for coward. The 
"turkey" is un American bird, not from 
Turkey at all, though it was said to be 
from Turkey when it was first seen in 
London.—Plttsburg Dispatch.

How many people aro there who realize 


adequately how exhausting the work of a 
foreign secretary really is? It Is the gen- 
eral impression that this minister is exer- 
cised only with great principles of policy 
nnd that ho has little to do with the rou- 
tine work o£ his department. This is a 
delusion, and in this connection the testi- 
mony of tho late Lord Granvlllo ia inter- 
esting and totlio point. "When," ho said, 
"I first entered tho foreign office in a sub- 
ordinate capacity the dispatches wore some 
17,000 in tho your. %Vhen I succeeded Lore 
Palmcrston, thoy wore 34,000; in 1870 
they had risen to 70,000, and I beliove 
they have now (1887) risen to more tnaii 
90,000. Lord Palmorston told us in ISC'* 
that tho routine work of tho foreign office 
took him eight hours a day, and this ex 
clusivo of diplomatic conversations, parlia- 
mentary attendance nnd tho performance 
of all court and social duties." It will 
thus bo seen that the foreign secretary ah ip 
in ordinary times is tho mobt arduous po- 
sition under tho crown. In extraordinary 
times its duties aro overwhelming.—St. 
James Gazette.

thus that which is invisible to the eye 
comes visible on the plate. 


In celestial photography the camera It 


kept moving during the taking of a pic- 
ture. The exposure sometimes lasts sev- 
eral hours, and if the camera •were station- 
ary the motion of 'the earth would goon 
carry the subject out of line -with the tele- 
scope. The camera, therefore, Is attached 
to the tube of the telescope, and the object 
to be photographed is brought into the 
lens at the intersection of two cross wires. 
Then by a system of clockwork the tele- 
scope moves so that the subject occupies 
the same position on the plate during the 
BXpo&ure. 


It is another curious feature of celestial 


photography chat a plate may be exposed 
several nights on the same subject. I have 
seen star cluster and nebulae pictures 
which were exposed, the former on two 
and the latter on four successive evenings. 
The picture showing the nebulae required 
a total exposure of 13 hours and a min- 
utes. 


Eccentricities of Temperature. 


We have ground for expecting that tn 


England about three times in the century 
the Thames will be frozen over at London 
bridge, but that consummation is syn 
onymous with on intense degree of contin 
uous frost which will not be confined to 
Britain, for of late years it has become 
patent that "these, areas of extreme temper 
ature are very extensive, and that wherv 
there is an excessively cold winter in Eng 
land and France, even Italy is often in 
eluded. I can recollect In die winter oi 
1881 seeing the Arno at Florence bcisg 
skated upon, and icicles like a prodigious 
portcullis hanging from the Ponte Vec 
chio, some of which were 7 and 8 feet Ir. 
length. 1 have known Cannae and Pom 
peii smothered in snow and the entirt- 
lemon crop of Amalfl $md Palermo de 
stroyed by frost. Nevertheless I have nev 
or experienced anything approaching to 
the following, which is related by Bembo 
in nis "Storia Voneta," 1. i.: 


"In 1491, through the severity of the 


season, the (salt) water of the Grand cana' 
was frozen, and the Stradiots (Greek mer 
oenaries of the republic) held their totirna 
ment on t^e ice, horse against horse, wit> 
their lances ''—^otes and Queries.
